haplins Barbet Lybius chaplini is the only 

species of bird truly endemic to Zambia. It 
was first described by Clarke (1920) and was 
named after Sir Drummond Chaplin 
(1866-1933) who was the Administrator of 
Southern Rhodesia at the time. 

Although its distribution, general habits and 
breeding behaviour are fairly well known, compar- 
atively little research has been undertaken on the 
species, which is somewhat surprising given its 
endemic status, that it is considered Near 
Threatened by BirdLife International and that it is 
relatively easily observed in its range. Given that 
Zambia has sole responsibility for the species’ con- 
servation, it is hoped that more thorough studies 
will be carried out in the near future. Such 
research invariably commences with a literature 
search, thus the aim of this bibliography is to com- 
plete such a first phase. 

In the following list of references, short sum- 
maries of the contents of each entry are included. 
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
